“Milwaukee, Wis., Jan. 28.—(N.C.W. 
C.)—The growth of the nursing pro- 
fession, particularly in Catholic hos- 
pitals, is illustrated by statistics made 
public here through the Interfational 
Catholic Guild of Nurses which has 
its headquarters at 124 Thirteenth 
Street in this city. 

In the 715 Catholic hospitals in the 
United States and Canada, about 400} 
schools of nursing have been estab- 
lished and the graduate’ students of 
nursing each year number several 
thousands. Catholic-students are also 
to be found’ in the ‘nursing schools 
of secular hospitals and the total num- 
ber of nursing schools in the United 
States alone is’ 1,700. Qut- of 160,000! 
registered graduate nurses in the} 
United States, it is estimated ‘that. 
from 30,00 to 40,00 are Catholics.
